ATTEMPT BLOW

In all such public eating places there 
must be prominently displayed a 
printed notice to the effect that all 
persons in ordering their food ought 
to consider the needs of Great Britain 
and her allies and their armies for 
wheat, beef and bacon, and that the 
food controller requires the public to 
do (terything in their power to make 
these commodities available for ex- 
port by eating as little as possible of 
them, and by making use of substi- 
tutes and avoiding waste. 

No person shall use any wheat in 


left | 


the distillation or manufacture of al- 
cohol unless such alcohol is to be used 
for manufacturing or munitions pur- 
pases and no person.shall use wheat in 
the distillation or manufacture of al- 
cohol, for manufacturing or munitions 
purposes unless such person has ob- 
tained a license therefor from the food 
controller for Canada. No fee shall 
be payable for any such license, 


Heavy Penalties 


Heavy penalties are provided under 
the order for violation of the regula- 
tions, In the case of public eating 
places, the proprietor or manager, and 
any clerk, employee or servant, violat- 
ing any of the said regulations, shall 
be guilty of an offense and shall be 
Mable upon summary conviction, for 
the first offense to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $100 and not less than $265, 
and for each subsequent offense to a 
penalty not exceeding $500 and not 
less than $100, or to imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding three months, 
or to both fine and imprisonment. 

Any person violating any of the 
provisions of the regulation regarding 
the use of wheat in the distillation or 
manufacture of alcohol shall be guil- 
ty of an offense and shall be lable 
upon summary conviction to a penalty 
not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

The order in council is based on the 
final regulations of the food consump- 
tion control, which was recently ap- 
pointed by the food controller.

HOT DEBATE IN 
HOUSE OVER 
CRIMINAL LAW 


Proposal Of Government To Limit 
Number Of Jurors Told 
‘Stand Over.’’ 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug. 8. —-The commons 
spent the whole of this afternoon and 
evening debating Hon, C. J, Doherty's 
DHI to amend the criminal code res- 
pecting jurors. The debate was acri- 
monious in spots, Liberal members 
registering strong opposltion to the 
passage of the measures, which has 
to do with the limiting of the number 
of jurors whom the crown may “stand 
over,” without the approval of the 
trial judge. Opposition. members con- 
tended generally that the bill was de- 
signed primarily to be employed In 
connection with the Manitoba election 
trial. Hon, C, J. Doherty denied that 
such a motive existed and declared it 
was simply designed to secure unifor- 
mity in jury matters. The bill se- 
cured second reading after a_ six 
months’ hoist motion moved by Hon. 
Rodolphe Lemieux had been defeated. 

Amendment Provides 

The amendment provides that the 
crown may not direct any number of 
jurors to stand aside in excess of 48 
unless the judge presiding at the trial, 
upon special cause shown, so orders. 

Hon, Dr. Pugsley vigorously at- 
tacked the measure. In all his 35 
years of practice, he declared, he had 
never heard any complaints against 
the present provisions of the criminal 
code in this regard, He believed that 
such an amendment might lead to a 
condition where obdurate jurors actu- 
ated by prejudice or blas might abso- 
lutely paralyze the administration of 
justice. In criminal cases, especially 
for capital offenses, present law gave 
all the advantages to the accused since 
it Hmited the crown to four peremp- 
tory challenges. The minister's bill, 
he declared, had been actuated to a 
change made in the law of Manitoba 
during a certain political trial, Dr. 
Pugéley specially objected to the pro- 
vision granting special powers to the 
presiding judge. This he considered 
might lead to grave abuses of trial, , 

E. M. McAdonald, of Pictou, criti- 
cised the bill from a similar view- 
point, The minister of justice, he 
said, had been petitioned by interest- 
ed parties in the Manitoba trial to 
have the legislation of the province of 
Manitoba, which extended the num- 
ber of jurors who could be stood aside, 
disallowed, He had not taken that 
course, but instead was getting at the 
matter in a different way. 

Should Extend It, 

H, B. Morphy, of North Perth (Con- 
servative) also disapproved of the 
proposed change. Instead of restrict- 
ing the prerogative of the crown to 
make peremptory challenges, the 
legislation should extend it. 

Colonel John Currie, of North Sim- 
coe, supported the bill, He declared 
that the crown if possessed of unlim- 
ited right to challenge jurors without 
stating reasons, could keep on stand- 
ing aside men until the prosecuting 
attorney knew he had a jury that 
would convict or acquit, whichever he 
desired, Such an unrestricted right 
would be particularly dangerous in 
election trials, 

Purely Political, 

F. B. Carvell, Carleton, declared 
that the legislation was purely politi- 
cal and the could not understand how 
the minister dared face the house 
with such a measure, The Manitoba 
government had been threatened that 
unless they assured the government 
here that they wou'd not pass the 
legislation which this was propossd to

GERMANS NOW 
USING MORE 
DEADLY GAS 


Projected Into Towns By 
Shells Of Small 
Calibre.

NEW POISON IS 
COLORLESS LIQUID 


Bronchial Tubes First At- 
tacked—Patients Eventu- 
ally Lose Eyesight. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

HAZEBROUCK, France, Aug. 9.—— 
British medical officers are trying to 
determine the nature of the new 
poison used, it is believed, for the first 
time by the Germans on the French 
town of Armentieres, near the Bel- 
gian frontier, he poison bore a cer- 
tain resemblance to the gas which 
temporarily blinded a large number 
of British troops a fortnignt ago, but 
its effects are infinitely more serious, 

Several persons taken from Armen- 
tieres are In a grave condition. Many 
have died in hospitals at Mazebrouck, 
Aire-on-the-Lys, and particularly at 
St. Pol-on-the-Ternoize, where most 
of the victims were taken. 

The first time the new poison was 
observed it coincided with the firing 
into the town of a hail of small shells 
of a calibre insufficient to break the 
paving. These contain a colorless 
liquid, In the streets and In court- 
yards and gardens, where the shells 
burst, trace# of the noxious liquids 
may be found hours afterwards. 

As the liquid evaporates it produces 
a heavy gas which penetrates from 
room to room and descends into cel- 
lars. It is tenacious in character and 
seems to make more victims among 
women than men, closing about their 
hair. The fumes of tobacco seem to 
act as an antidote. 

The odor is variously described as 
resembling that of acetylene, mignon- 
ette or pungent mustard, 

Victims at first were affected in the 
bronchial tubes, then their eyes swell- 
ed and eventually they lost their sight. 
These symptoms were accompanied by 
« feeling ofeburning inside and an in- 
cessant cough and fever. The skin 
turned an earthly color and in se- 
veral cases death followed rapidly. 
OccaSionahty, in addition to the symp- 
toms mentioned, the victims were af- 
fected by terrible hallucinations and 
delirious laughter.

has the fighting activity of the last 24 hours been marked.

Flanders, however, the great artillery battle continues most violently, 

seemingly preparing the way for further heavy infantry activity. 
The only infantry engagement in Flanders has taken place on 

the line between Ypres and Dixmude, with the French troops the 


aggressors in both instances. 


Northwest of Bixschoote, the French 


have enlarged further the gains made on Wednesday. Southwest 
of Bixschoote, in the region south of Langhemarcq, the French have 
made some progress into the German line, 

Terrain conditions in Flanders, made more difficult by the rains 
of the last ten days, are such that without the destruction of enemy 
defenses by artillery fire, it is nearly useless to throw forward in- 


fantry attacks. 


There are indications that the Anglo-French guns 


of all calibres are engaged in levelling the German defense positions. 


' 

Fire Very Great Say Germans 

The German general staff reporis 
the artillery fire at Flanders as very 
great and says it has been especially 
heavy on the Belgian coast and from 
Bixschoote to Hollebeke. The latter 
| sector takes in most of the important 
Ypres salient. 

Except for several local raids by 
the French there has been no infant- 
ry activity from St. Quentin to the 
Siwss border. The French and Ger- 
man guns, however, are hammering 
che opposite lines along the Aisne 
front, in Champagne, and on both 
banks of the Meuse in the Verdun 
region. 

Apparently the Russians have 
checked greatly the Austro-German 
advacne in Galacia and Bukowina, as 
no notable advances have been made 
by the Teutons since the Russian line 
stiffened. To the south, in Moldavia, 
the Russians and Roumanians are at- 
tempting to re-occupy the positions 
north of Fokshani lost to Field Mar- 
shal Mackensen's men. They have 
attacked the Austro-Germans with vi- 
olent force, Dut Berlin says the effort 
failed, The number of prisoners ta- 
ken by the Teutons in these regions 
is reported to have reached 3,300. 

Successful Raids 

LONDON, Aug. 9%.—The official 
communication issued by British head- 
quarters tonight reads: 

“Artillery activity on both = sides 
continued in the nieghborhood of 
Ypres. There was no infantry action, 

“Successful raids took place early in 
the morning in the neighborhood of 
Lens. We secured a few prisoners 
and killed many Germans. Our troops 


entered the enemy positions at all 
points attacked, and after destroying 
the dugouts and wrecking his defenses, 
returned with slight casualties, 

“Hostile ertillery has been more 
active than usual in the Nieuport sec 
tor. Air work continued yesterday, 
although bad weather interfered, In 
air fighting two German airplanes 
were brought down and another driv 
en down out of control. None of our 
machines is missing.” 

Further Progress 

PARIS, Aug. 8.—The war 
communication issued this 
says: 

“In Belgium we have made further 
progress south of Langhemarcq. We 
also have taken about twenty prison- 
ers, 

“Both artilleries have been active 
in the sectors of Pantheon and Epine 
de Chevregny, in the region of the 
Montsann and near Auberive and on 
both banks of thé Meuse. 

“On the eighth instant, notwith- 
standing the bad weather which made 
aerial work especially difficult, our 
escadrille made numerous sallies, The 
aviation grounds at Colmar and Sass- 
heim (both in Alsace) were bombard- 
ed.

MOVIES WERE - 
FEATURE OF 
CONFERENCE 


| Prof. Ottewell Demonstrates Its 


Value As Educational 
Agency. 


Rev. Hugh Dobson gave an inter- 
esting address, illustrated by lantern 
slides, befora the sovial service con- 
ference at the University last night, 
showing the relation of slums and 
bad housing conditions to disease and 
delinquency. He dealt with the vari- 
ous factors of industrialism in Can- 
ada, 

Prof. A. E. Ottewell demonstrated 
in an entertaining manner the capa- 
bilities of the moving picture machine 
as an educational force in the rural 
districts, He projected on the screen 
reels showing a military review in 
France, a couple of comedies and one 
{llustrating the movements of animals 
in slow time as shown by the camera. 

Afternoon Session, 

With Mr. Ottewel in the chair the 
Thuraday afternoon session of the 
conference commenced at 1:30, Dr. J. 
H. Riddell, formerly principal of Al- 
berta college and now principal of the 
Winnipeg Wesleyan Theological col- 
lege, being the firat speaker. His 
subject was “Social Control.” It 
dealt largely with “true” men—moral- 
ity and religion as applicable to the 
masses—the church and social condi- 
tions, the speaker showing that re- 
ligion took two forms, creed and so- 
cial. In the past too mich had been 
paid to duty and not sufficiently to 
the other man; on the other hand 
true religion should show itself in the 
desire to see all citizens with good 
outlook, along love God love your 
neighbor lines. 

Feeding of Live Stock. 

At 3 o'clock G. H. Hutton, director 
of the Dominion experimental farm at 
Lacombe, addressed those present on 
“Experiments in Feeding of Live 
Stock,” with Dean Howes presiding. 

Mr. Hutton explained that there 
were three things entering into ani- 
mal production—breeding, feeding and 
management. He showed by chart 
what is done in Alberta in silage from 
peas and oats, alfalfa and corn,.by 
dairymen, explaining that butter made 
when silage was used was twenty-five 
per cent better than on other feed, the 
silos in use costing $175. He sug- 
geated feeding turnips after milking 


as there was then less liability to 
tainting. The value in the produc- 
tion of pork was also shown, the 


speaker holding that by such produc- 
tion would be increased five times; 
providing self-feeders wore used. Rape 
and alfalfa were shown to be the best 
pastures, alfalfa for early feeding and 
rape for later use. He considered 
oats and barley better than rape and 
wheat. The last chart asked Why not 
transform cheap grass into high priced 
beef? and showed the gains made by 
four groups of two and three-year old 
steers pasturing on a section of na- 
tive grass, the result being that the 
average gain_of 102 steers was 358 
Ibs. 

Mr. Hutton’s address was most in- 
teresting to producers of stock, and 
it was given out that the information 
furnished could be had in tabular 
form at either Ottawa or Lacombe 
and Mr. Hutton said his services were 
at the disposal of the people. 

After the speaking of Prof. Cutler 
and Mr, Ottewell accompanied a payty 
over the farm, explaining matters on 
the trip. 

Appeal for Co-Operation. 

Thursday morning's session of the 
Social Leadership conference opened 
with Dean Howes in the chair, 

G. R. Marnoch of the Lethbridge 
board of trade, calle@ for greater co- 
operation of both buyer and seller, 
the making of the farm homes better 
places to/live in, with more modern 
conveniences which he showed could 
be had at moderate cost, $150 for a 
water system being instanced. He 
urged the planting of trees.

Dr. A. B. McCallum Speaks On 
Subject At Joint Meeting 
Club Members.

“We have to bear the burden of the 
war, and we can only do it by pre- 
paring for after-the-war 
One of the ways in which we can pre- 
pare for these conditions will be to 
apply the highest and best 
efforts and methods to our industries, 
so that they will give the maximum 
production for minimum effort.” 

This was the burden of the message 
brought to the citizens of Edmonton 
by Dr, A. B. MeCallum, chairman of 
he Dominion Advisory Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. 

Today, by invitation of the Rothry 
Club, Dr. MeCalium, together with 
Professor A. D>. Adams and Professor 
R. Ff. Ruttan, attended the club 
lunch and addressed a joint gathering 
of Rotarians, members of the Board 
of Trade and Canadian Club on the 
subject of the Research Council and 
its aims and objects, 

Copy British Methods, 

Dr. McCallum informed his hearers 
that the Advirory Research Council 
was practically a copy of a scheme 
adopted by Great Britain, where a 
council of scientific men had been 
formed for the purpose of assisting in 


industrial development To illus 
trate the broad lines on which, the 
matter had been undertaken, the 


speaker said that a gront of 1,380,000 
pounds had been made the counell, to 
be spent in its operations during the 
next five years,

been founded in Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa Last year 
the Canadian Government decided to 
create such a council, and this was 
done by an_ order-in-council. The 
council, which had been working since

A Staggering Debt, 

Alluding to the need of industrial 
development on scientific lines Dr 
McCallum said that after the war the 
world was going to stagger for years 
under an enormous debt, some people 
put it at 150 billions and the destruc- 
tion of property in France, Belgium 
and Poland would add largely to the 
total. Some countries would endeay- 
or to pay their share by means of 
foreign trade, but to have the debt 
evenly distributed meant the adoption 
of more economic means of produc- 
tion. A state could not repudiate the 
burden which the war imposed, but 
how it would be carried would be de- 
termined by the respective govern: 
ments gnd the sanity of the nation it- 
self. 

“Everyone who thinks,” said the 
speaker, “must know that we are on 
the dawn of a new age, during which 
many of ourddeas of the past must be 
scrapped. Old methods will be dls- 
carded, and one is the doctrine of in- 
dividualism in state management, and 


in the industries which go to the 
making of a nation, 
“It is our desire to obtain the aid 


of every district to further the objects 
of the council for the aid of the state, 
It will be necessary for all to assist in 
the work of regeneration and I ask the 
citizens of Edmonton to give their 
hearty support,"

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GAS COMPANY APPLIES FOR AN 


EXTENSION OF CONTRACT TIME 
FOR CONSTRUCTING PIPE LINE 


Have Written Informing 
Is Impossible To O 


Council That Owing To War Conditions It 
tain Materials—Seven Wells Now Pro. 
ducing 33 Million Cubic Feet Of Gas Per Day. 


Stating that owing to war candl- 
tions it is Knpossible to secure the 
material to construct their pipe line 
from the gas field at Viking to Ed- 
monton, and the distributing system in 
the city, the North Alberta Natural 
Gas Development Co., Ltd,, is nsking 
the elty council for an extension of 
the time in which to carry out this 
work, 

Terms of Agreement. 

By agreement with the city, dated 
November, 1915, it was provided that 
the main pipe line should be laid, to- 
gether with the distributing system 
within the clty, and the company ready 
to supply customers within two years 
from the date of the agreement, which 
meant that the work had to be.com- 
pleted by November of this year. 
There !s a penalty of $100 per day 
for any additional time to complete 
the work not to exceed six months, 
and if the company fall to be in a posl- 
tion to supply gas at Edmdnton within 
the two years and six monf$hs, then all 
cights and privileges under the fran- 
chise are forfeit. The company were 
allowed sixty days in which toa com- 
mence work at their gas field and 
when the product of the wells totalled 
20 million cubic feet of gas per day 
of 24 hours, the laying of the main 
pipe line was to be commenced to 
and to be completed within a year 
from that date, 

The company now state: “On ac- 
count of abnormal conditions created 
by the war, it has been impossible 
for the company to purchase the large 
quantity of pipes to construct the 
main line from the gas field and the 
distributing system in Edmonton. We 
think that the mayor and aldermen 
are aware of the fact that the com- 
pany has fulfilled ite obligations to 
points, when through causes entirely 


beyond Its control it is impossible to 
go further, ‘ 
33 Million Feet. 

“Drilling dept ard commenced 
within the specified time, and although 
one was only necessary, two rigs have 
been employed, We have now seven 
good wells, producing at the’ mouth 
of the wells an aggregate of 33,000,- 
000 cuble feet of gas per day, and we 
are now drilling No. 8 well. The 
expenditure has been some $300,000," 

It is further stated that the com- 
pany has been engaged through many 
months In testing all available sources 
which would enable them to secure 
the necessary stee! piping, and that 
these negotiations were commenced 
long before they had developed the 
quantity of gas required by the agree- 
mont. Under the present abnormal 
conditions it had been found quite 
impossible to make any contract with 
any concerns on the continent capable 
of executing the large pipe order 
necessary for the carrying out of the 
project, None of the companies would 
commit themselves to a certain time 
for delivery and conditions had grown 
worse since the United States had en- 
tered the war. 

The company adds that it is with 
regret that they make the applica- 
tion for extension, and it is asked that 
if the required time is‘ given that it 
will be made to the end of September 
of the year when they could obtain 
delivery of the pipes in April or May. 

The application will come before 
the council at its next meeting, which 
is due Tuesday evening. 

Some lively comment may be ex- 
pected, as at the last clection when 
the question was pointedly asked of 
the candidates, the majority of an- 
sewers was to the effect that they 
would not be in favor of granting 
any extension of time to the gas com- 
pany.

tity. (2) Four pints of crushed 
blackberries, four pints of brandy, 
one pound of sugar. Macerate the ber 
ries in the brandy for fivé or six days, 
express the liquor, add the suear and 
after a fortnight decant or filter.

These cans may be used for the less | 
acid fruits and vegetables Sterilize 
them before putting in the fruit, then 
proceed in the usual way. They can} 
be sealed with solder; to do this, set 


clean and dry; as any foreign sub- 
stance will interfere with perfect seal- 
ing. Prepared monacid flux, which 
can be purchased from any hardware 
dealer or plumber, is the most conyen- 
lent form: this should be applied by 
hand to the under edge of the caps 
before they are placed on the cans. 
The paste wil' not flow as the liquid 
will and must oe applied at the point 
where it is wanted. When the cap is 
in place the flux is where the solder 
meets the tin. If using tne liquid 
flux, put the cap in place, dip a small 
brush in the acid and wipe quickly 
around the edge of the cap, Enough 
of the liquid will penetraie beneath 
the cap. Do not try to work without 
a well-tinned capper and tipper or

To Escape the Draft} Amaze Women of Engl 


In New York agents of the De- 
partment of Justice have begun 
an investigation to learn whether 
marriage brokers have under- 
taken to supply wives for young 
men Who are seeking .to avoid 
being drafted for service with the 
national army. The investiga- 
tion is a result of two days of 
preliminary work by Secret Ser- 
vie operators and deputy United 
States marshals among the hun- 
dreds of applicants for marriage 
licenses. 


More than one prospective 
bridegroom, it was learned, was 
found in the line of applicants 


who knew little or nothing about 
the women they were seeking to 
marry beyond her name, age, and 
the other facts necessary for ob- 


taining the license. Under the 
nrovisions of the draft regula- 
tions, Government officers de- 


clare. they will be able to arrest 
and imprison not only the slack- 
ers, but the women and the brok- 
ers who brought them together.

The revenue of the Dominion is 
this year nearly 275,000,000. 
Next year the Minister of Finance 
hopes he will be able to collect 
$300,000,000. If that figure is 
reached he expects to be able to 
pay 100,000,000 per year from 
revenue toward the cost of the 
war. The revenue for the boom 
year 1913-14, was $163,000,000. 
It seems therefore to take about 
as much now to meet the outlay 
not connected with the war as it 
did before the war began. There 
is surely room for ‘‘thrift’’ there. 


The powers and duties of the 
newly created Board of Grain 
Supervisors were under discussion 
in Parliament on July 23rd, in con- 
nection with the estimates of the 
Department of Trade and Com- 
merece, During the discussion the 
information was extracted from 
Sir George Foster, after a good 
deal of effort, that the Government 
did not know whether the Board 
had fixed $2.40 per bushel or any 
other amount as the maximum 
price that could be paid for wheat 
in Canada; that all the relevant 
powers given the Government un- 
der the war measures act. had 
been handed over to the Board for 
exercise at their discretion; that 
the Government did not lay down 
any policy or indicate any objects 
for the Board and exercises no 
control or direction over them; 
that the Board can seize any or all 
wheat in storage in Canada at 
any time, at any price, and do 
with it what they choose. In sub- 
stance, the only way the Govern- 
ment can interfere is to cancel the 
order-in-council or dismiss the 
Board, and the only way Parlia- 
ment could interfere is to upset the 
Government. Considering the 
dictatorial powers conferred upon 
the Board, and the extent of the 
interests over which they hold 
authority it seems rather a loose 
arrangement that the Governmenf 
idid not reserve the right to direct 
the exercise of those powers so as 
to protect the interests at stake, 


That a party convention should 
express want of confidence in a 
Government of the opposing party 
tis not strange, nor is it always sig- 
nificant of anything more than 
the judgment of critics, The reso- 
lution passed at the Liberal con- 
vention declaring the present Do- 
minion Government no Jonger en- 
titled to public confidence is not 
simply an expression of partisan 
feeling or of critical bias. It is a 
judgment based squarely upon the 
record of the Government’s man- 
agement of public affairs, and 
concurred in by men of both par- 
ties. On its record the Govern- 
ment could not be returned to 
power. Sir Robert Borden reetog- 
nized the fact and introduced a 
fake conscription bill in hope of it 
carrying him through the elec- 
tions. His party newspaper 
friends recognize the fact, are 
calling upon him to reorganize his 
Government before he goes to the 
country, and are trying vocifer- 
ously to divert public attention 
from the chronicles of the past 
three years, That the Government 
has been consistently and hope- 
lessly incompetent cannot be re- 
futed, even with so much of the 
fevidence as cireumlocution and 
suppression have not been able to 
keep from. the public. Hope of im- 
provement under the leadership of 
sir Robert Borden there is little or 
none, however the Ministry might 
0 reorganized, The Premier who

If the Provincial Governments 
can use the school lands funds so 
as to get more interest from them 
than is paid by the Dominion why 
should the Dominion insist on 
keeping the money? The schools 
in the newer provinces are entitl- 
ed to all the assitance that can be 
got from the use of this money. 
And there is no apparent reason 
why the people for whose benefit 
the fund was created should be 
forced to lend it to the people of 
Canada at large for less than it is 
worth. 


The great convention of Liberals 
in Winnipeg was composed of re- 
presentative men from all parts 
and all classes of the four western 
provinces. Representative not 
only of the political views which 
prevail among Liberals, but—as 
touching the war at least—repre- 
sentative also of the spirit and 
purpose of the 
people. It was emphatically a 
win-the-war convention; a win-at- 
any-cost convention. It was do- 
minated by the spirit of militant 
patriotism which swept the West 
when the call to arms was sound- 
ed, and which drew in voluntary 
response from these four prov- 
inces twenty thousand more men 
than they were asked to provide. 
The temper was not that even of 
a passive willingness to sustain the 
sacrifices of war unflinchingly to 
the end; it was a pronouneedly ag- 
gressive temper, which demanded 
that the Government 
at home shall push the fighting as 
the men at the front are doing, by 
80 OFgailizing and directing our 


collective resources and energies As they guiabhed the Styglan blackness of

as to make them count to 
limit in aid to our Allies and in 
blows to the enemy. This spirit 
of push-the-war was given expres- 
sion in a series of sweeping reso- 
lutions, which supply the basis 
for a war policy which would 
gather up every energy of which 
the country is capable and concen- 
trate them all in a drive for vic- 
tory. Carried out with intelligence 
and energy the program laid 
down at this convention would 
multiply Canada’s contribution to 
the Allied cause tenfold. That 
program is the challenge of the 
Western people to the people of 
older Canada to *‘put the country 
into the war.’’ It is the sufficient

and papers who preach in Eastern 
Janada that the West is domin- 
ated by Austro-German sentiment.

Tom King, Classic Figure of the Ring. 

One of the classic figures of the latter period of the prize ri 
was Tom King, the champion of England in the early 60's an 
the hero of that immortal International battle with John C, Heenan? 
the Irish-American giant, half a century ago. King was born in 
London eighty-two years ago today, Aug. 11, 1836, and in his youth 
he was a sailor and dock laborer, King was a quiet, handsome, 
intelligent lad and spent his evenings in study. He took to the 
fighting game in selfédefence, as the bullies among the dock laborers 
imagined that he was what we would today call a mollyooddle. 
King quickly proved that he was no such thing, and his skill with 
his fists attracted the attention of old Jem Ward, the ex-champion, 
who took King under his wing. Prior to 1860, when Tom Sayera 
retired from the ring after his big ney Seige? & battle with John C. 
Heenan, King fought and won a number of bouts, and with the 
championship left vacant he challenged Jem Mace to fight for the 
belt. Mace was the victor in their first engagement, but in a return 
match King had the best of the argument and was hailed as cham- 
pion. A little later he retired from the game, and returned the 
belt, but when In 1868 Heenan issued a challenge to fight any man 
for the world’s title and $5,000, Tom accepted the defi of the big 
Ainerican. The encounter between Heenan and King was the last 
great prize fight, properly so called, pulled off on English soil. 
A special train with thirty coaches and two engines carried the great 
crowd of fans to a field beyond Tunbridge Wells, where the ring was 
pitched, Many nobles and aristocrats were among the spectators. 
Both Heenan and King were giants, each~standing over six, feet, 
and they were trained to the minute. The tide of battle flowed 
back and forth, but in the fourteenth round King was thrown so 
violently that he was rendered insensible. By all the rules the 
American was the victor, but a dispute gave King much more than 
the legal time to recover his shattered senses. ‘Even so he seemed 
unable to get to his feet, until one of his seconds shouted into his 
ear: “Remember your mother! The winner's money will save her 
from want!" That reminder galvanized King into new life, and 
he tottered toward his opponent, Swaying like drunken men, and 
barely able to stand, they fought on, until at length Heenan was 
stretched on the turf, dead to the world. It was charged by the 
Americans that Heenan had been drugged, and in the latter counds, 
by all accounts, he did appear dazed and muddled.* Neither King 
nor Heenan ever fought again, King became a bookmaker, acquired 
wealth, and died a rich man,

1808—Henry Pearce knocked out Joe Berks in the 16th round at 
Shooter's Hill, Mngland, The battle was pulled off in the room of 
# tavern, at about midnight, before a choice company of wealthy 
and aristocratic sports who had gathered to attend a bull-baiting. 
After the sport of the day the .smpany retired to a tavern, where 
Pearce, afterward famous as the “Game Chicken,” met Joe Berks, 
who was one of the ieading contenders for «the championship. 
Pearce had had no ring experience, but a short time before that 
had whipped a prominent pugilist in a private bout, Berks, some- 
what under the influence of liquor, insulted Pearce in every way 
possible, but the man from Bristol smothered his anger and went 
away to bed, Afte® that Berks became unbearable, and the “Chicken” 


wie vent tor and offered a handsome purse to beat up the big 
bully, He was willing to oblige, and, although much smaller than 
his opponent, he knocked him out in twenty minutes, Pearce be-
